In tbe course of the debate tha Lib¬ 
eral leader, Mr. Asq uith, remarked that 
the debate was of greater significance 
than the division pn It. and would be 
remembered long after tbe Sixth army 
corps had vanished Into thiu air. 

Premier Balfour, in winding up the 
debate for the government, compliment¬ 
ed Mr. Asbqttifli on going to the heart 
of the question, namely, whether the I 
army waa too large and costly for the 1 
Empire's need*. Of eonree, he said, the 
fleet stood first, but there were limits 
to the uses of s fleet. It was impos¬ 
sible fo bring a war to an end with a 
fleet which could not even strike a 
heavy blow to most enemies with which 
Great Britain might be engaged with¬ 
out a strong attacking force of soldiers, 
and It would be folly to deprive the 
country of a means of offensive aefton 
in the event of an emergency. Mr. 
.Balfour contended that three army 
corps were necessary for work outside 
the Empire. They had to consider the 
defence of India. 11a regarded a wnr 
between Great Britain and Rusria aa 
in fli* highest degree improbable, but 
It was Impossible to forget that the 
Indian frontier wns the key of Great 
Britain’s military position in the event 
of such a war. and without being an 
afermUt he winked to impress upon 
fhem that the events moved rapidly 
In Central Asia. 

In conclusion, Mr. Balfour claimed 
that the government deserved tbe Im¬ 
perial wishes of the country. The gov¬ 
ernment did not trim it sails to popu¬ 
lar Tovar, and If the House desired 
an army on a scale that the government 
thought Inadequate, the House must look 
to another government.

Kellie river, seven miles below* Grand 
Forks. This power will be transmitted 
by wires to a smelter, which will be 
erected in the vicinity of this city. The 
plant in primarily Intended to treat ron- 
tnma ores from the Boundary mines and 
11 lines on Colville reservation, and will 
begfg operations with an equipment of 
two ^furnaces. Tnls plant will be en- 
lnrged from time to time as may be oe- 
ensioms! by tl»e opening up of our mln- 
fral resource*. My associate* are wil¬ 
ling tn invest fonr million dbllara and 
a portion of this amount will be iterated 
to mining cntirprises and In hnilding 
railways to nections that db not enjoy 
transportation facilitiea.
